THE SHOP GROUND 


Visit Paid to It By Democrat 
Reporters. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE LAND. 


Facts and Figures in Regard to One 
cf the Largest Industries in the 
Entire West. 


The residents of this city, inclu d­ 
ing the loyal men and women who 
u sed their best efforts to secu re the 
location of the Missou ri Pacific rail­ 
way company’s general shops at Se­ 
dalia, as yet do not fu lly realize the 
importance and greatness of the stu ­ 
pendou s enterprise, which will within 
a few’ years nearly, if not qu ite, dou ­ 
ble the city’s present popu lation. 
Very few people have a clear idea 
of the proposed location of the shops, 
and still a fewer nu mber have an ac­ 
cu rate idea of the extent of the terri­ 
tory requ ired for the shop bu ildings 
and the great length of track age which 
will be requ ired. 
Representatives of 
the Democrat 
visited the shops site Friday after- 
noor 
7» here they fou nd W. R. Jou r­ 
ney, assistant to Civil Engineer W. 
H. Bu sh, and a corps of su rveyors ac­ 
tively engaged in establishing 
the 
lines bou nding the shops site. 
Engineer Jou rney stated that the 
su rvey had progressed su fficiently to 
secu re 
an 
ou tline of the work in 
hand, and he expected to have a sk ele­ 
ton map completed before he con- 
elu ded the day’s work . It will requ ire, 
he said, another w’eek of su rveying 
to establish the cross sections, and, 
after the sites of the several shops 
have been fu lly decided u pon, it will 
be an easy matter to estimate the ex- 
a t amou nt of grading which will have 
to be done before the fou ndation w’ork 
can be commenced. 
The tract of land u pon w’hich the 
shops are to be constru cted extends 
east and west, north of the Missou ri 
Pacific track s, from the *’OId Stock 
Yards” road to the Boonville road, 
near the M., K. 
& T. track s. 
The 
' Old Stock Yards” road is ease of the 
Missou ri Pacific stock yards and is 
a 
priv’ate 
road 
ru nning from the 
Smithton road, at the McVey school 
hou se norihw’ards 
past 
the W. H. 
McVey homestead and the residence 
of J. C. Williams, former sheriff of 
Pettis cou nty, both places being on 
the east side of the cross road. 
This private road is on the line of 
section No. 2 and forms the eastern 
bou ndary of the shop grou nds, being 
exactly 11,500 feet east of the center 
of the Missou ri Pacific passenger de­ 
pot in this city. The w’est line of the 
shop 
sites, 
as 
previou sly 
stated, 
tou ches the Boonville road and stops 
ju st east of the present city limits, 
near the M., K. & T. railw’ay track . 
The site for the shops is located on 
a handsome stretch of prairie land, 
slightly u ndu lating, with the best of 
drainage northwards in the direction 
of Fischer’s lak e, which is, however, 
located to the northward at the ex­ 
treme w’^est end of the location. 
The principal shops will be erected 
on the eastern div ision of the shops 
site, those on the ex treme east end 
being located within 400 feet of the 
"Old Stock Yards” road. 
The main buildings will be more 
than 40 per cent larger than the Bar­ 
ing Cross shops^ but the ex act space 
which they will fill will be determined 
later on. 
Changes in the location of 
the sev eral shops may materially al­ 
ter the orlgina! plans regarding the 
present site map, ^though it will not 
increase or decrease the area of the 
land donated by Sedalia for shc^) pur­ 
poses. 
The new shop grounds are 4,150 
feet long, running east and west from 
the "Old Stock Yards” road to near 
the Katy tracks and 1,200 feet wide 
north and south between the Missouri 
Pacific tracks and the land parallel 
with the Fischer lake property and the 
Boonv ille road. 
The location of the shops so far to 
the east is made to giv e ampie room 
In the west end of the site for mate-

rial traok i^, shop track s, rip track s, 
su pply hou ses, storage 
track s 
and 
scores of smaller stru ctu res wiiich will 
have to be bu ilt as au xiliaries to the 
big institu tion. 
The plans of tlie engineers in charge 
is to locate the main shops ju st as 
far as possible to the eastward in 
order to have plenty of operating room 
for ingress and egress to the shops 
from the west for all necessary pu r­ 
poses. 
Hu ndreds of people will no dou bt 
visit the site of the new shops today . 
There are three ways of reaching the 
site in vehicles. One is by the Boon­ 
ville road, which passes Fischer’s lak e 
:a \ crosses 
the "Old Stock Yards” 
road ju st noith of the Williams home 
Another rou te is via East Broadway 
and the Smithton road to the McVey 
school hou se, where the "Old Stock 
Yards” road ru ns northwards across 
the Missou ri Pacific track s, the shop 
lands commencing ju st across the com­ 
pany's 
right of way and extending 
westward. 
The third rou te is throu gh Fou rth 
street to the point where the Missou ri 
Pacific and M., K. & T. railway track s 
cross. At this crossing a private road 
extends directly into the grou nds of 
the new shops, bu t in order to reach 
the eastern limits it will be necessary 
to drive to the Smithton 
road 
and 
thence from the McVey school hou se 
north on the "Old Stock Yards” road.”

Improv ements to Be Made at the 
Katy Shops. 


BUILD 7,000 FEET OF TRACK. 


Will Be Used For Storing Passenger 
Equipment— Additional 
Stalls 
for the Coach Shops. 


Nearly all of the material is on the 
grou nd for 7,00o feet 
of 
additional 
storage track for passenger equ ipment 
at the M., K, 4 I'- shpps here, 
the indications are that in the near 
fIItu n 
the present force of 
em­ 
ployes will be materially increased. 
Tin present force finds it imiK)Ssible 
to pi-riorm all of the work that shou ld 
rightly be done, and Master Car Bu ild- 
r John I., Wigton 
has gained 
the 
r|r,.rovaI of G* ncral Manager A. A. 
All<*n for extensive improvements, the 
mat cr now being in the 
hands of 
Pn' ident Henry C. Rou se for final 
sanction. 
What is w'anied by Mr. Wigton is 
:h ‘ 
constru ction of five additional 
stalls for the coach shop, w’hich wou ld 
give employment to 100 more people 
than are now’ at w’ork . 
President Rou se has been on a tou r 
of inspection in Texas, Ok lahoma and 
Indian territory since March 21, and 
will be at Parsons, Kas., on the 7th 
Inst, to attend the annu al meeting of 
the stock holders. 
He will stop over 
in Sedalia after the Parsons meeting, 
on his way to his headqu arters in New 
York , and it is believed that he 
will 
then give instru ctions to proceed with 
the improvements needed here. 
A nu mber of new cars hav e been 
ordered by the 
Katy in anticipation 
of a big World’s Fair business, and it 
is ex pected that all of them will be 
deliv ered here before the last of the 
month, v iz.: Twenty -one coaches, fiv e 
combination coach and baggage cars, 
thirteen chair cars, sev en coach and 
mail cars and ten baggage cars. This 
new equipment m i^e# necessary the 
7,000 feet of ^ditlonal storage track 
for passenger equipment, fmd the work 
of lay ing the tradk, ov er one and one- 
third miles, will begin in the near, 
future. 
The appropriation for the Sedalia 
shops for March was only $17,8 00, and 
in consequence the plant was closed 
down a couple 
of 
day s during the 
month. 
What it will be for April is 
not y et known, but Mr. Wigton will 
be pleased if his force is able to get 
in a full month, without the loss of 
an hour. 
With 
the 
improv ements contem­ 
plated a force of ov er 600 employ es 
could be used to adv antage at the 
company 
shops 
here, and stranger 
things hav e happened than that this 
number will 
be 
w’orkmg in a few 
months.
